U. S. Tells Bolshevik! 
Recognition Impossible 


Washington, 
May 
18 — Definite 
though informal notification has been 
served on soviet Russia by the state 
departm ent that 
h o long as Ameri­ 
cans are held prisoners in 
Russia 
there exists no chance of the recogni­ 
tion of tile soviet government in any 
form by the United States. 
The exact nature of the new com­ 
munication was not revealed, hut it 
has been intimated that it was made 
indirectly, either through British or 
Red Cross channels and could leave 
no doubt now in the minds of soviet 
officials as to the attitude of the 
United States. 
It 
was declared that so long as 
Americans were held prisoners 
in 
Russia, no agent or 
representative 
of the soviets could come within hail­ 
ing distance of the 
United States, 
that until the Americans 
were 
re­ 
leased, further negotiations direct or 
indirect were useless.
